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(57) Abstract: A magente ink that excels in the color reproduction in a region of high eclor saturation and low lightness, reducing 
the possibility of clogging in inkjet reccrding heads, and that also exhibits enhanced luster; and an ink set for inkjet recording, 
including this ink. There is provided a magenta ink composition wherein with respect to a ^ 10,000-fold lillute aquccus solution, 
when the a* -value cc cording to CEE standard calculated from visual absorption spectrum is 80, the relevant b*-value is ^ -29. 
Further, there is provided a magen Afe ink composition where with respect to a dilute aqueous solution of 2X 10" ^[lpigment content, 
the a*-value according to CIE standard calculated from visual absorption spccitrum is preferably ^ 7. Still further, there is provided 
an ink set including such an ink composition. Moreover, there is provided a magenib ink composition wherein with respect to a 
^ 10,000-fold dilute aquccus solution, when the a*-value according to CIE standard calculated from visual absorption spectrum 
is 80, the relevant b*-value is in the range of -38 to -29; and provided a magente ink composition wherein with respect to a dilute 
aqueous- solution of 2* 10" g/1 pigjnent content, the a* -value ccccrUtog to CIE ntcmdard calculated ^om visual absorption spectrum 
is preferably ^ 5; and provided an ink set including such an ink composition. 
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
